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REMARK / ARGUMENT 

By the response of Final office action mailed on t/24/2006, applicant canceled 
claims 1-10 & 1 1-32. Now claims 33-38 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 33-38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Pertaining claims 33-38, the prior art fails to teach implanting germanium into the 
top surface of the workpiece, the amorphous germanium-containing region extending 
about 45 angstrom or less beneath the workpiece top surface, wherein implanting 
germanium into the top surface of the workpiece also forms a first crystalline 
germanium-containing region beneath the amorphous germanium-containing region, the 
first crystalline germanium-containing region extending about 55 angstrom or less 
beneath the amorphous germanium-containing region; the second crystalline 
germanium -containing region extending about 120 angstrom or less beneath the 
workpiece top surface; 

Patterning the gate material and gate dielectric material to form a gate and a gate 
dielectric over the second crystalline germanium -contain region; and 

forming a source region and a drain region in at least the second crystalline 
germanium containing region as claimed in independent claim 33. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
